This budget does not take care of salary 
increases or changes which may result 
from legislative action in Augusta. 


One will immediately note an increase 
over the last year's budget. The change 
is due to two items. Secondary tuition 
is much higher due to the large number 
of pupils attending high school. (We 
should all be proud to have such a large 
per cent of our boys and girls continue 
in school.) Conveyance is also high. 
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We have reestablished a route to Shave 
Hill and a bus is operating to take 
children from the Moller Lodge area. 


There is a sizeable balance in the re- 
pair account, but considerable work 
needs to be done at the Village School. 


The insurance estimate should take care 
of the insurance which was placed on the 
Slab City and North Lovell Schools. 
There had been no insurance on those 
buildings until this year.

At present there are 27 attending high 
school: 26 are at Fryeburg Academy and 
one is at Gould Academy. 


It is the job of the school, community - 
and home to develop the mental, physical, 
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moral, social and ethical growth of boys 
and girls. .For generations there has 
been a shifting of responsibility from 
the home»:-and community to the school. 
We in the school are willing to accept a 
great deal of that responsibility, but 
we cannot be successful without consid- 
erable help from the home and some help 
from the community itself. 


The following few paragraphs tell brief- 
ly what we are doing in the school to 
achieve growth in the above charac teris- 
tics. 


To develop mental capacities and growth 
we are teaching, to the best of our 
abilities, all of the formal subjects: 
reading, writing, arithmetic, spelling, 
English and social studies, and in addi- 
tion we are teaching art, music, science 
and health in a much less formal manner. 
We make use of all of the traditional 
means of instructing and in addition we 
have moving pictures, field trips, do 
some handwork, and cover some large 
areas of study through the unit method 
of instruction. Some teachers say, "I 
don't know what some parents would think 
if they visited my room." A group of 
children are reading with a student 
leader in one corner, the teacher is 
working with a group at the board with 
phrases, another group is playing a game 
with their phrases at another board, and 
a fourth group is reading silently in 
the seats. 


To develop physical growth we are con- 
tinually alert for correct seating to 
bring about good posture, to protect 
vision and to aid in hearing. We use as 
much care as possible to have warm com- 
fortable rooms with adequate fresh air 
and necessary light. Many rooms have 
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regular health inspections to develop 
good health habits: do you brush your 
teeth, have a clean handkerchief, clean 
your, nails,. comb. your..hair,, and .80,' Ons 
We have hot lunches which are well plan- 
ned and cooked to provide for nearly one 
third. of the. daily diet..,.We: havé..physL- 
cal examinations for grades one, four 
and seven each year. Through this pro- 
cedure each child. has three physicals 
while in school. Many discoveries are 
made and through follow-up work many 
corrections are made. 


I assure you that teachers are all con- 
scious of and are working for the moral 
development of our children. Classroom 
and school ground associations and con- 
versations are watched with the aim of 
bringing up wholesome acting and talking 
children, but watch these same children 
on, a. vacant. lot... after .schood;hounss 
This is a problem which we must face to- 
gether. How can the community help? We 
also read stories, tell Bible stories 
and guide the reading of children to 
bring about better moral understandings. 


The present day classroom proceedures do 
much to create proper social attitudes. 
Children have some freedom in making 
plans for the days work, they act. as 
leaders at work and at play, and all are 
encouraged to take part in the school 
activities. They are taught manners and 
practice social etiquette aS a part of 


the formal teaching of English and read- ~— 


nis ey eae 


As I comment on ethics I wish to make a 
personal observation. I have seen the 
effects of different types of discipline 
and supervision and am convinced that if 
children are subjected to strictness. 
where all activity (ew conurol Led. users 
supervised by the teacher, those chil- 
dren’ cause little difficulty in scheacu.

neither do they develop proper ethical 
attitudes, and when these same children 
are free from the teacher's influence 
they show little ethical training. 
Children must live in ae social life 
where they participate and at times 
assume the leadership. This must be a 
policy on the playground as well as in 
the schoolroom if children are to devel- 
op proper ethics to cope with problems 
when they are not under direct adult 
supervision. . 


Teaching often becomes rather tiring and 
ET G (Friday thank God) becomes a re- 
ality. It is quite easy to observe the 
faults of others and teachers are always 
made aware of such faults. Please, find 
time to sing praise for some of the work 
teachers are doing.
